States senator in 
case of vacancy, intended to permit 
the naming of a successor to Paul O. 
Husting, has already aroused consid-

Washington, Feb. IS.—No man in 
the American navy today is better 
known or hi;ld in higher regard by 
the naval powers of the world than 
David Watson Taylor, chief of the 
bureau of constuction 
and 
repair. 
Rear Admiral Taylor is probably the 
world's greatest in the construction 
and design of battlecraft. Admitted 
ly he knows more about hull design 
than any other man and is the ac 
knowledged master of the science o] 
ship propulsion. 
The bureau of of construction and 
repair is charged with the responsibil 
ity for the structural strength and sta- 
bilit of all ships .built in the navy 
This means that the present great 
war construction program of the navy 
the greatest in the history of any 
navy in the world, is being carried 
out under the personal .supervision 
of Admiral Taylor, including the ad- 
ditional building of a large number of 
destroyers with which to fight the 
Hun submarine. It was Admiral Tay- 
lor, who originated the high forecastle 
destroyer some twenty years ago, a 
feature sine copied in its essential de- 
tails by every foreign navy. His new 
type, soon to be in service, wil revo- 
lutionize destroyer construction. 
In 1895 he flrst proposed the center- 
line disposition or turrets, although 
this feature was not adopted in 
American battleships until ten years 
later: Now it is the essential prac- 
tice ot navies, of the world. He has 
had the principal share in the design 
of practically all vessels of the navy 
since 1900. 
Admiral Taylor also is' the designer 
of the apparatus of the United States 
model basin at the Washington navy 
yard, where problems of ship stabil- 
ity, 
displacement, 
resistance 
and 
speed are worked out with miniatures 
of future war craft to the minutest 
degree of accuracy. 
Admiral Taylor was graduated from 
Annapolis in 1885 at the head of his 
class and received the highest marks 
of any graduate before or since. At 
that time two naval academy gradu- 
ates were sent each year to the Royal 
Navai college, Greenwich, England, 
with the- permission of the British 
government, as special students 
in 
naval architecture and marine engi- 
neering. Ensign Taylor was chosen 
and was graduated from Greenwich in 
1888 with the highest marks received 
b5 
r any students up to 
that 
time. 
These marks had not teen surpassed 
up to 1906, and as no Information re- 
tarding marks after that 
time 
is 
ivallable, it Is presumed they still 
stand 
Admiral Taylor was retained by the 
British admiralty as an expert wit- 
ness on suction In 1911 In the lawsuit 
•hat followed the collision between 
the White Star liner Olympic and 
he British cruiser Hawke. 
Suction 
of hydraulic interaction between two 
Teasels In passing one another -was 
one of the subjects he had investi- 
gated at the model basin, and as a re- 
sult of his testimony the idea of suc- 
:lon was. for the first time accepted 
in a British court. The case was de- 
cided in favor of tie admiralty, and 
the decision later sustained by the 
couts of last resort and based entirely 
on the expert testimony of Taylor. 
Admiral Taylor was born in Vir- 
ginia in 1864. He is the author of 
many scientific papers and two books 
—"Resistance of Ships 
and Screw 
Propulsion" and "Speed and Power of 
Ships," the latter being the standard

A preliminary word picture was giv- 
en by the speaker, from the old testa- 
ment, of a mpther and a boy wander- 
ing In the desert, and dying of thirst. 
After the mother had given up.hope, 
and laid the boy down to die. she 
plucked up a bush and found D. hidden 
spring in its roots, which restored 
their life. This thought of the great 
value of strong-, vigorous rootage, was 
the message ot the sermon of the day 
'The roota are far below the ground, 
said tho speaker, "and are unseen, but 
they are of:far more importance than 
showy part that we see." '"If the root 
Is not well nourished, or there IB an 
Inherent weakness, in that part there 
will b« no' fruitage." "The secret ot 
success lies in this vitality o£ the 
root." 


Tho thought was emphasized, that 
Jesus constantly taught lessons from 
nature, and that thn fact was dealt 
upon often by him,—"Where tho heart 
la right, the Life will be right."

Moore, have told Mr. Markham that 
the state will be after the seed short- 
ly to supply counties that are short.

shape and to Improve them from time 
to time. In North Carolina, convicts 
have been employed on the roads since 
1881, but the counties have been re- 
quired to hire them from the state and 
pay for them out of the county funds. 
The counties have, therefore, been par- 
simonious In their expenditures on 
road improvements. Governor Bickett 
suggests that county commissioners 
be compelled to levy an annual main- 
tenance tax, to be spent by the state 
highway commission for the upkeep ol 
the roods. 


The national committee on prison la- 


bor has repeatedly shown the value ol 
employing convicts in road-making. In 
North Carolina and other agricultural 
states, this method of employing the 
convict is particularly advantageous 
because of the scarcity of labor at this 
time. 


The war brings the matter of the 


employment of unskilled labor on road* 
before the public again. Unskilled la- 
bor has become very scarce and ex- 
pensive; yet the present crisis de- 
mands that the roads of the country 
be maintained in good shape to insure 
rnpld transmission of products. 
The 
| national committee on prisons and 


prison labor has begun a movement 
for the mobilization of the convicts of 
the country in a national and state 
service for the building and upkeep of 
good roads. 


In this effort the committee will have 


the hearty support of the American 
Automobile association through its 
good roads board, which Includes a 
member from each one of the 600 odd 
clubs contained in the national body 
of car owners.
